DETAILS OF REFUSAL OF OMITTED INVENTOR TO 
SIGN APPLICATION PAPERS 

I am Torch Engineering Manager at Thermal Dynamics Corporation, the Assignee 
of the present invention, and a joint inventor of the present application. On behalf of 
Thermal Dynamics Corporation, I instructed our counsel, Senniger, Powers, Leavitt & 
Roedel, to prepare and file the above-identified application, including the specification, 
claims, drawings and Declaration. 

The present application is based on U.S. provisional applications 60/193,820, filed 
March 31, 2000, and 60/193,602, also filed March 31, 2000. The provisional applications 
each identify Kevin D. Horner-Richardson, David A. Small and Jesse A. Roberts as joint 
inventors. 

On May 16, 2000 Mr. Small executed an assignment in which he assigned his entire 
right, title and interest in and to the provisional applications and the underlying inventions 
to Thermal Dynamics Corporation. Each assignment also assigns Mr. Smalls entire right, 
title and interest in and to "any other United States applications (including provisional, non- 
provisional, divisional, continuing, or reissue applications) based in whole or in part on said
